Russell L. Dearmont, 
attorney, who is board chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis, has been named tem- 
porary chairman of the council, 
which will elect its own officers. 

The council's objectives, as out- 
lined by Mayor Darst, will include

The opposition appeared divided 
over whether to make an all-out 
fight to kill housing legislation for 
this year, or offer a substitute, A 
suggested compromise would take 
out of the bill all authority for the 
government to finance publicly- 
owned homes that low-income 
families could rent. 

Break in G.O.P, Ranks. 

Halleck said some Republicans 
are discussing compromise, but he 
added that if a substitute is of- 
fered “there will be no surrender 
on fundamental principles.” 

However, Representative Javits, 
a New York Republican, broke 
with his party’s leadership and 
predicted in the House today that 
the Truman housing program will 


ass.

WASHINGTON, June 23—Sup- 
porters of the Taft-Hartley Act 
provision for injunctions to pre- 
vent strikes endangering national 
health and safety won another 
tactical victory today when the 
Senate rejected a proposal by 
Senator Wayne Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, which would have re- 
quired Congress to deal with such 
strikes on a case-by-case basis. 

The Morse proposal was in the 
form of an amendment to the 
Administration’s bill to repeal the 
Taft-Hartley Act and restore the 
old Wagner Labor Act, with “im- 
provements.” It lost 77 to 9. 


It would have required the | 


President to report a national 
emergency case to Congress with 
recommendations. If his recom- 
mendations included Government 
seizure, the Presilent could take 
over the properties in 10 days un- 
less his proposal was vetoed by 
both House and Senate. 

Douglas-Aiken Plan Defeated. 

Action on the Morse plan came 
less than 24 hours after the Sen- 
ate, in its first test vote on na- 
tional emergency strike provisions 
of the’ new labor law, decisively 
defeated the Douglas-Aiken com- 
promise proposal. After yester- 
day’s defeat the Douglas-Aiken 
compromise proposal. After yes- 
terday’s defeat the Douglas-Aiken 
plan appeared to have no chance 
for later acceptance by the Sen- 
ate.

She replied that she did. She 
added quickly that the implica- 
tion of Kelley’s earlier question 
was that she considered going to 
Russia to live. 

She then went into considerable 
detail about her discussions over 
the possibility of visiting Russia 
“in an objective sense to see what 
it was like and not because I was 
in love with the country.” 

Even while she considered visit- 
Russia, she testified, she never 
thought the Russians would let 
her in because of her job in the 
Department of Justice. 

She said she discussed the mat- 
ter with the American Automobile 
Association travel bureau on one 
occasion but soon thereafter “for- 
got all about it.“

It was while attacking her love- 
for-Gubitechev defense that the 
prosecution developed she had 
spent nights in hotel rooms and 
a Washington apartment with an- 
other man. 

Kelley got out a two-by-four- 
foot map of upper New York City 
and devoted much time to a fleet- 
ing meeting Feb. 18 between Gu- 
bitchev and Miss Coplon in the 
Washington Heights section. 

In the course of this he devel- 
oped that they had an engagement 
to Meet at p.m, but that ac- 
tually they met and exchanged 
a few words an hour later.

She explained to the jury that 
these summaries were prepared by 
her or under her direction in con- 
nection with her work. She swore 
that she never intended to show 
the slips to anyone, and did not 
intend to file them with her civil 
service papers. Rather, she said, 
she intended to use them, minus 
names, in a paper dealing with 
the informational and intelligence 
activities of foreign representa- 
tives of Eastern European coun- 
tries. Through the examination, 
she said, she hoped to obtain per- 
manent civil service status as an 
intelligence expert. 

When Kelley asked Miss Cop- 
lon why she stayed overnight at 
Shapiro’s Washington apartment 
on Feb. 17 “when you had an 
apartment of your own,” she re- 
plied: “Because I was going crazy 
the month of February.” 

Earlier, she had testified that 
she was upset about her job and 
about Gubitchev’s admission that 
he was a married man. 

Tells of Too Much Champagne, 

She said that, on New Tear's 
eve, at an apartment of a friend 
of Shapiro’s, she got sick on cham- 
pagne and fell asleep.

Receipts of: municipal revenue 
for the first two months of the 
city’s present fiscal year, the * 
riod ending June 13, were 32, 
681,832, or more by $1,077,117 than 
for the same two months of 1948, 
according to the report of Comp- 
troller Milton Carpenter to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today. 

The increase is due chiefly to 
the city earnings tax, which for 
the two months yielded the city 
$806,158. The tax went into effect 
last Sept. 1 

Disbursements for the two months 
of the present fiscal year have 
been $8,540,141, an increase of 
$401,740. over the corresponding 
figure for 1948, when disburse- 
ments were $5,138,401. 

Expenditures for the two-month 
period, the Comptroller said, were 
16.43 per cent, or slightly less than 
the proportional one-sixth, of the 
total appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1949-50. 

Fees from all courts showed an 
increase of $32,622 in the com- 
parison of the two-month period 
with that of last year. For this 
year, $95,022 was received; for the 
same part of last year, $62,400. 
An increasé of $30,602 was shown 
in receipts from Lambert-St.Louis 
Field, the receipts for the two 
months this year ae. $56,872, 
and for a year ago, $26,269.

ATHENS, June 23 (AP)—A 
source close to the Greek general 
staff said today the first and sec- 
ond Guerrilla Divisions were vir- 
tually exterminated in three 
months of fighting in western and 
central Greece. 

The divisions totaled between 
5000 and 6000 guerrillas. According 
to the informant, “only a few hun- 
dred remain” of the rebel force 
which attacked Arta last March 
28, Greek independence day.

Pravda said the seven para- 
chutists bailed out at night with 
oxygen equipment from a height 
of more than 30,000 feet and all 
landed without injury. The paper 
said the temperature was 53 de- 
grees below zero when the jump 
was made. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 23 
(AP)—Although he has more than 
$11,000 in the bank 78-year-old 
Maury Slaughter is on a budget 


of 50 cents a day for food. He

That was the day he went to 
the bank to cash and redeposit 
two cashier’s checks made out to 
him. One was for $11,57.50, the 
other for $302.05. But when he 
reached in his coat pocket for 
the checks they were gone. He 
believed they were blown out as 
his coat flapped in the wind. 

Later the smaller check was 
found. The larger one still is 
missing, despite a reward offer 
of $250 to the finder. 

Four days before the loss 
Slaughter had withdrawn his 
money and had converted it into 
the cashier’s checks.

WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
said Russia has been def- 
initely put on the defensive ‘in 
the struggle for Europe. He told 
a press conference that the results 
of the Big Four Foreign Ministers 
meeting at Paris show that. 

Acheson said the Soviet Union 
was afraid to relax its iron grip 
on eastern Germany because the 
Russian leaders know they would 
no loiger be able to control the 
German people if they did-so. 

The real significance of the Big 
Four session at Paris, Acheson 
said, is that it demonstrated the 
greatly strengthened position ot 
the Western powers in what he 
called the struggle for the soul of 
Europe and the fact the position 
of Russia has been switched from 
an offensive to a defensive one, 


Criticism of Czechs. 

Acheson also declared that Com- 
munist-rin Czechoslovakia is wag- 
ing a campaign against religious 
freedom which violates “the de 
cencies of civilization.” a 

He charged in a statement read 
at the press conference that re- 
strictions imposed by the Com- 
munist Government are “an at- 
tempt to subject religious organi- 
gations to the rule of an intol- 
erant police state.” The campaign, 
he said, follows the pattern of 
those already carried out in Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and other eastern 
European Communist states. 

Earlier in the day, Acheson re- 
emphasized — this time to the 
House—the “utmost importance” 
of approving the North Atlantic 
pact and the European arms pro- 
gram at this session of Congress. 

Acheson also urged action by 
June 30 on a bill to provide $150,- 
000,000 of economic aid for Korea. 

The Secretary spent more than 
two hours with the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee and issued a 
brief statement afterward. He un- 
derscored what he had told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee yesterday—that action on the 
treaty and arms program is need- 
ed to back up America’s policy in 
Europe. 

The House has nothing to do 
with ratification of the North At- 
lantic defense alliance. However, 
it will have to approve the arms 
program. 

View on Korean Aid. 


At the moment, the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee is considering the 
Korean bill. Without help, Ache 
son said, the South Korean Gov- 
ernment “will have an almost in- 
superable task in maintaining 
freedom and independence.” 

Representative Richards (Dem.), 
South Carolina, acting chairman 
of the House committee, said he 
would consult Democratic Leader 
McCormack of Massachusetts 
about getting a head start on the 
arms program in the House. 

McCormack sat in while the 
committee heard Acheson. 

Richards said the secretary 
didn’t ask that the House get busy 
on the arms plan while the Senate 
is considering the treaty. How- 
ever, he said Acheson told the 
committee it would be “tragic” if 
Congress fails to act on either 
before adjournment. 

“We will follow the leadership 
on that; whatever the leadership 
wants to do on that,” Richards 
told reporters.

BERLIN STRIKERS 
PROPOSAL TO EASE 
TE-UP HTS SNAGS 


British Bar ‘Emergency’ 
‘Moving of Freight Un. 
less Soviet-Run Rail- 
way Gives Permission.

BERLIN, June 23 (AP) — The 
British Military Government or- 
dered German police in its sector 
to prevent non-Communist railway 
strikers from operating an “emer- 
gency” service without permission 
of the Russian-controlled manage- 
ment.

Air Lift Nears Anniversary 

Meanwhile, the American-British 
air lift, which continues to fly 
supplies to west Berlin, neared the 
first anniversary of operation. 
This will be Sunday when, Ameri- 
can officials said, lift will have 
flown over one billion air miles in 
carrying 1,941,000 tons of supplies 
into Berlin. 

Throughout the Soviet blockade, 
from June 1948 until May of this 
year, this aerial shuttle was Ber- 
lin’s sole link to the western 
world. With rail service to the 
west severed by a strike, Berlin 
again depends on the air lift. The 
fleet of 380 planes is flying a mini- 
mum of 8200 tons daily over the 
Russian zone from western Ger- 


many. 


Dutch Butter Rationing Ends. 
THE HAGUE, June 23 (UP)—

cation of a St. Louis airport on the 
East Side, “both cities should co- 
operate in finding a suitable loca- 
tion.” 

The possibility of locating the 
proposed field at Parks Metropoli- 
tan Airport on Illinois State Route 
3 south of East St. Louis was 
brought up immediately by Post- 
master Bernard F. Dickmann, 
chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed by Darst. Most discussion 
at the meeting centered around 
use of this site, but it was agreed 
all possible sites for an airport on 
the East Side would be considered. 

Letter to Airlines. 

Dickmann made public a copy 
of a letter written Tuesday by 
Oliver L. Parks, owner of the 
Parks air field, to the East St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce. In 
the letter Parks stated he had 
consulted officers of the five ma- 
jor airlines operating out of St. 
Louis, 

“None of them,” Parks wrote, 
“has found any fault with having 
a passenger terminal at Parks 
Metropolitan Airport.” Parks sug- 
gested in the letter that the air- 
lines be invited to have represen- 


tatives meet with the joint com- 
mittee to study the question of a 
suitable location. 

Darst expressed the opinion that 
the “time element in the trans- 
portation of airline passengers 
from the airport to downtown St. 
Louis makes an East Side loca- 
tion for the airport logical.” It 
was said at the meeting that Parks 
airport is but nine minutes by au- 
tomobile from downtown St. Louis. 


It was pointed out that, if the 
proposed field is located at Parks 
airport, additional land would be 
needed. It was estimated at least 
900 acres of land would be re- 
quired. The present field has 
about 300 acres. 

Proposal on Ownership. 


Dickmann expressed the opinion 
that some scheme might be worked 
out whereby the site finally deter- 
mined upon would be purchased in 
the name of East St. Louis, and 
St. Louis then would lease the 
property for 99 years. Thus the 
property would be tax free, which 
would not be the case if St. Louis 
were the owner of record. 


At Dickman’s suggestion it was 
agreed that the East St. Louis 
committee will prepare data on 
suggested sites for the proposed 
field and submit it to members 
of the St. Louis committee before 
the next joint meeting is held.

DETROIT, June 23 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers Union 
today presented its detailed pro- 
posal for worker pensions to the 
Ford Motor Co. The union de- 
clined to make the 133-page docu- 
ment public, however. 

Discussion of the plan—keystone 
in the UAW’s contract bargaining 
drive—should be confined to the 
conference table, a union an- 
nouncement said. Ford and the 
union currently are negotiating on 
a contract to replace the one ex- 
piring next July 15. 

The pension plan calls for pen- 
sions of $100 monthly for all 
workers of 60 years of age after 
25 years’ service. It represents a 
revolutionary shift in union bar- 
gaining strategy. Up to this year, 
wage increases have always been 
the main issue. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Ford on the plan. The 
company has previously stated it 
desires an 18-month “freeze” in 
economic provisions of the con- 
tract. , 

Walter Reuther, UAW president, 
rejected the “freeze” proposal yes- 
terday, terming it a “flight into 
fantasy” and “upside down eco- 
nomics.” 

The only way to provide real-se- 
curity is to increase the purchas- 
ing power of consumers, Reuther 
said. 

Certain industries, particularly 
the shoe and textile businesses, are 
depressed now, Reuther said, “be- 
cause insecure auto workers can- 
not buy garments and shoes with 
their present wages and the arti- 
ficially high price levels.” 

“It is further apparent,” he 
Added, “that the textile and shoe 
workers will not be customers for 
Ford autos until they have their 
own purchasing power restored 
and increased.” N 


NEW DRUG RATED 
FIRST IN AVERTING, 
TREATING MALARIA 


NEW YORK, June 23 (UP)—A 
chemical compound known as 
chloroquine today was rated as 
No. 1 drug for use in prevention 
and treatment of malaria. 

The rating came from the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service, 
which has completed a survey of 
at least 10 compounds now being 
-|administered to sufferers of ma- 
laria, a disease that struck down 
thousands of American soldiers in 
the last war. The survey places 
chloroquine ahead of the old re- 
* liable, quinine. 

Other chemicals surveyed by the 
Health Service included totaquine, 
quinacrine, oxychloroquine, sonto- 
chin, SN 10,751, chlorguanide, 
pamaquine, pentaquine and iso- 
pentaquine. 

A feature of chloroquine, ac- 
cording to the report, is that it 
continues in the body for com-

ployes. It also makes $5,400,000 
available for rebuilding or repair- 
ing the White House. 

The bill is what is known as a 
deficiency measure. It supplies 
money for agencies which already 
have exhausted their regular: ap- 
propriations for the present fiscal 
year which closes with the end of 


this month. 

Several agencies are in that fix 
and have been unable to pay em- 
ployes. One reason is that Con- 
gress voted a pay rise for Gov- 
ernment workers after making an 
appropriation based on the old pay 
scale, 

Jam on Money Bills. 

A log-jam of appropriation bills 
for the new year has piled up in 
Congress. House leaders blame 
the Senate. 

With just a week to go before 
their 1949 money runs out, every 
agency and department of govern- 
ment except Congress itself is 
awaiting passage of its appropria- 
tions bill for the coming 12 
months. 

Many of the bills may be pried 
loose fore the new fiscal year 
starts July 1. If they aren't, the 
agencies involved will be money- 
less unless stop-gap measures are 
passed—as they have been in past 
years. 

All the departmental measures 
have passed the House, which set 
a speed record this year by getting 
the Jast regular appropriation bill 
out of the way on June 9. That 
bill, which carries the congression- 
al budget, is the only one that has 
reached the White House. 


Of the 10 other regular ray 4 
bills, five have passed Senate and 
House but are tied up in confer- 
ence. A compromise version of 
one of these—financing the Treas- 
ury Department—was rejected by 
the Senate yesterday with a de- 
mand that more money be includ- 
ed for cracking down on tax 
evaders.

The committee said evidence in- 
dicates the money is needed to 
handle claims of the large number 
of unemployed and any further 
“unforseeable work load.” 

The extra funds for state em- 
ployment security programs were 
included in an omnibus $127,032,- 
243 deficiency money bill sent to 
the House for action probably 
next week.

The huge cotton crop isn’t the 
only doleful farm news market- 
wise, 

Preliminary estimates also indi- 
cate a near-record corn crop. The 
unofficial figure is in excess of 
three billion bushels if the 
weather holds good. 

Last year’s corn crop soared to 
3,650,000,000 bushels. Of this, 700,- 
000,000 bushels are expected to still 
be on hand when the crop is har- 
vested around Oct. 1. The Agricul- 
ture Department's official ‘report 
on this year’s corn acreage is due 
July 11. 

Several weeks ago, the depart- 
ment officially estimated a near- 
record wheat yield this year. The 
carry-over from last year’s bumper 
crop is more than 300,000,000 bush- 
els. 

Southern alarm over the likeli- 
hood of a stupendous cotton yield 
is the reason for the flurry of 
Senate activity on the bill to limit 
cotton production. The measure 
would restrict the annual yield to 
the average during the past 10 
years. An agriculture subcommit- 
tee headed by Senator Clinton An- 
derson (Dem.), New Mexico, for- 
mer Secretary of Agriculture, is 
greasing the skids for speedy ac- 
tion on this legislation. 

Meanwhile, despite lower prices 
and the likelihood of bumper 
crops, the United States farmer 
will still have a good year. Agri- 
culture economists estimate total 
gross farm income at 28 billion 
dollars, as compared to last year’s 
record 33 billion dollars. 

The economists say 1950’s in- 
come is the one to worry about.

Thurmond argued that federal 
grants in aid should be appor- 
tioned on the basis of need rather 
than on the basis of the state's 
ability to match federal funds. 
This is the present system. Some 
of the richer states— Gov. James 
Duff speaking for Pennsylvania, 
for example —have suggested that 
such grants should be reduced 20 
per cent as an economy move. 

The Dixiecrat leader’s proposal 
would give South Carolina a 
greater cut of federal funds. In 
fact, it would increase the amount 
that would come to all the South 

except possibly North Carolina 
and Texas—from the industrial 
states whose civil-rights program 
the South stubbornly blockades. 

United States Funds Lifeblood. 

Apparently states’ rights makes 
good campaigning in national 
election years, but when the men 
who have to balance the state’s 
budget get down to brass tacks, 
federal funds are their lifeblood.

The Archdiocesan Council of Catholic 
Women wishes to commend and thank 
you for the very fine and full reporting, 
in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, on the 
condition in which the indigent and 
mentally ill of Missouri will find them- 
selves if the appropriations for their 
benefit recommended by the Senate and 
House Committees are not increased. 


On May 31 the Archdiocesan Council 
wired Senator Noble, chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, ask- 
ing that an amount sufficient to give 
adequate care to Missouri’s unemploy- 
ables be appropriated. A few days later 
the appropriations of $9,000,000 for direct 
relief, approved by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, which as you have 
pointed out is well below the amount 
really needed, was cut to $8,000,000 by 
the Senate Appropriations Committee. 


The Archdiocesan Council feels very 
deeply that the State of Missouri is.well 
able to do more for these unfortunates, 
as well as for the improvement of its 
mental institutions, than the Appropria- 
tions Committees have indicated that 
they are willing to do. And as spokes- 
man for nearly 200,000 Missouri women 
comprising its 280 affiliated organiza- 
tions, the council feels that the State of 
Missouri should do more.

Witch Hunt for Missouri? 

The Missouri‘ Legislature is taking steps to 
complete its record of waste and obstruction and 
wanton irresponsibility. The House Committee 
on Civil and Criminal Procedure has approved a 
bill which, in seeking to keep Communists out of 
state and local governments, can have only one 


result. Missouri is threatened with a witch hunt: 
A bill introduced by Representative Orlie F. 


Underwood of Maplewood would prohibit public 
employment in Missouri to anyone engaged in 
subversive activities or to anyone “who is or has 
been a member of, or associated with, any organ- 
ization which is or has been subversive to the 
governments of Missouri or the United States.” 

This is guilt by association carried to its most 
illogical extreme. What constitutes “association” 
with a subversive group is not defined, and as 
for a subversive activity, Underwood's definition 
is sintply absurd. 

A subversive activity, in his eyes, is any “act 
or conduct. .. the tendency of which is to... 
impede any of the projects or to lessen any of 
the efforts” of the state or federal governments. 
This newspaper has attempted editorially to “im- 
pede projects” of governments many times in 
the past, and will continue to do so. The Legis- 
lature is impeding a project of the St. Louis city 
government in delaying widening Third street. 
Every citizen who buys a raffle ticket or tries his 
skill in a friendly game of poker is impeding a 
project of the government. None of those things 
makes any of us subversive. 

Fortunately, the committee decided to rewrite 
some of Underwood’s definitions, but a mere re- 
vision of the wording won't cure the basic evil in 
the bill. The measure would open the door for 
legislative investigation, with all its parapher- 
nalia. 

Who is to sort out Communists from every- 
body else? The Highway Patrol has had no 
training for such a delicate task. If the Legisla- 
ture should take on the job, it would have to do 
it with tar brush and klieg light. The narrow 
politicians would carry out an attack against un- 
American activities which could only be more 
un-American than the evils these Fourth of July 
patriots are seeking to correct. Slander, sus- 


picion, back-biting would be the watchword in , 


the corridors of the capitol and every govern- 
ment office in the state. 

Has the Legislature forgotten so soon the rec- 
ord of the national House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee in the Condon, Remington, White 
and school books affairs? Did it read the report 
of the Illinois Legislature’s Broyles commission, 
which took two years to discover that Chicago 
police files contain the names of 30,000 “un- 
American” residents of the city? 

The report of the Broyles commission should 
be required reading for every member of the 
Missouri Legislature. The commission itself 
found that during the two years in which it was 
at work, its only effect on American Youth for 
Democracy, an allegedly Red organization, was 
to make the organization more active. 

Another finding of the commission was that 
there are subversive groups on some college 
campuses. Anybody who has been to college 
could have told them that. Finally, the Broyles 
commission discovered that there are Commu- 
nists in labor unions who sometimes control 
union activities. Any member of the United 
Electrical Workers’ Union could have told them 
that. 

There is no possible justification whatever for 
a witch hunt in Missouri. This newspaper is op- 
posed to the employment of subversives on pub- 
lic payrolls, but the way to weed them out is by 
the quiet action of department heads, not by leg- 
islative investigation with character-assassina- 
tion, slander and thought control.

State’s Attorney Austin Lewis undoubtedly 
would like to think that there’s absolutely no 
connection between the six mysterious shotgun 
blasts that tore out the windows of his home, and 
the reopening the day before of handbook gam- 
bling at the Hyde Park Casino and the 200 Club 
in Madison county.

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Strange Ending 

The acquittal of former Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty is a chapter entirely compatible with 
previous biography of his public life—full of 
strange characters, complicated plots and sudden 
anti-climax. . 

Foremost in the case is the ex-Sheriff himself. 
Once part-owner of a notorious gambling joint, 
named in court as local contact man for the 
Capone mob, forced by Circuit Judges to dismiss 
police characters as deputies, sometime friend of 
Public Enemy No. 7 Willie Heeney, Dougherty 
felt at home in Rat Alley. 

As to plot, it required two and a half years to 
complete legal action after Dougherty’s car col- 
lided with a taxicab, and he was charged with 
feloniously leaving the scene. 

In that time a police captain was convicted of 
neglect of duty involving an attempted hush-up 


of the Dougherty accident. Then a grand jury 


investigated possible tampering with a witness, 
because the taxicab driver changed his story of 
the accident. Next perjury charges weré brought 
against Dougherty’s friend and the present Sher- 
iff, Thomas F. Callanan, who had testified in the 
case, bit he was acquitted. 

For denouement, although Dougherty was first 
found guilty, the State Supreme Court ordered a 
new trial for technical reasons. 

Finally, in a nine-minute anti-climax, a jury at 
Potosi acquitted' Dougherty after the chief wit- 
ness, a young woman who had been a passenger 
in the taxicab, first refused to testify, then ar- 
rived too late to do se. She was red-eyed, tense 
and afraid of further cross-examination. 

Let it be said that Dougherty had a penchant 
for making friends in the wrong places, influenc- 
ing people at the wrong time, and getting other 
persons into trouble that he got out of. Now St. 
Louis can hope that its ex-Sheriff will retire to a 
quiet life, and will stay out of headlines, police 
files—and office.

“Last year Truman called the Eightieth Con- 
gress only the second worst in our history be- 
cause he had an idea of what the Eighty-first 
would be like,” is a wisecrack that has been 
making the rounds of Washington. Well, how 
does this Democratic Congress compare with 
the Republican Congress after its first five 
months in 1947? 

On a purely quantitative basis the Eighty-first 
Congress by June 15, 1949, had unquestionably 
fallen far behind the record of the Eightieth 
Congress.

extension of European recovery aid; extension 
of rent controls; extension of export controls; 
additional facilities for storage of Government- 
loan crops; ratification of Wheat Agreement. 

Near final passage, June 15, 1949: presidential 
reorganization power, ban on suits for “over- 
time on overtime.” 

Through Eightieth Congress, June 15, 1947: 
Taft-Hartley; portal-to-portal pay; Greek-Turkish 
aid program; general foreign relief; commission 
on reorganization of executive branch; ratifica- 
tion of peace treaties with Italy and Axis satel- 
lites, and 10 other measures. 

Near final passage, June 15, 1947: extension of 
rent control, wool protection, which was vetoed.

In its plan for a memorial atomic research project, this state univer- 
sity continues a tradition of getting more than half its support from 
private sources; chairman of the memorial praises the system as 
assuring both financial security and freedom from political fetters.

When the University of Michigan decided 
to “engage in a program of research and 
study to develop peacetim® humanitarian 
and utilitarian uses for atomic energy, it 
turned to its alumni and friends for the 
“venture capital” to finance the program. 
This is typical of the university, for more 
than half its resources have been attained 
through gifts, grants and self-liquidating 
projects, Although the university is a state 
institution, it seemed better to ask for pri- 
vate than for public money for a new and 
untried project of this nature. 

It was decided, therefore, to establish the 
Atomic Research Center at the university 
as a memorial to the 520 men and women 
who lost their lives during World War II. 
This fulfilled the desire of the students. 
faculty members and alumni that the me- 
morial must be living in nature, must make 
a real contribution to peace, and must be 
beneficial to humanity. 

Faculty members who planned the atom- 
{e-research program visualized this tremen- 
dous new force, first used as a weapon of 
war, as a new servant for man if he could 
only learn to employ it intelligently. They 
saw atomic energy, which left in its wake 


‘death and destruction, rising from the ashes 


to bring to man a better and fuller life. 


This recalled the ancient Arabian legend 
of the Phoenix bird which, every 500 years, 
flew into the temple and burned itself on 
the altar as a sacrifice. The next day, out 
of the ashes, rose the young new Phoenix. 
Thus the Michigan atomic research pro- 
gram came to be known as the Phoenix 
Project. 

Then when the research and study pro- 
tram was adopted by the alumni as its me- 
morial, the name became Michigan Memo- 
rial-Phoenix Project. 

The alumni group is about to engage 
in a nationwide effort to raise the $6,500,000 
of capital that is needed to finance the 
atomic-research program. : 

The alumni attitude is that the faculty 
has the technical skill needed for the work; 
that there exists a vital need for applica- 
tion of atomic energy to peacetime uses; 
that through its program the university 
can make a real contribution. The only 


thing lacking is the capital to provide the 


Ss 


financing. This the alumni propose to get 
from their own organization, supported by 
friends, corporations and foundations. 

Michigan has sound historical reasons for 
expecting the fund-raising to be successful. 
Of the university’s assets at the close of 
the last fiscal year which totaled $113,- 
000,000, some 60 per cent had been attained 
through gifts, grants and self-liquidating 
projects. 

Owing to the dual nature of its financial 
support, the University of Michigan is able 
to operate with the joint adventages of a 
state and a private institution. This is one 
of the reasons why the university has been 
less hampered by political influences than 
are most publicly supported universities. To 
put it another way, Michigan is a great 
university because it is a free university. 

But its relationship to the State of Mich- 
igan is such that the people through the 
Legislature recognize it as an object of 
pride worthy of public support. For many 
years the people supported the university 
through a mill-tax by which the university's 
financial structure was more or less guar- 
anteed. Twenty years ago it received more 
state funds per student than any other uni- 
versity. Add to this generous and states- 
manlike financial aid the gifts and be- 
quests of alumni and friends, and you 
have the recipe which brought to Michigan 
the rank of the foremost state university. 

Through constitutional provisions, the 
university is a separate legal entity in 
Michigan. Its regents are elected by the 
people in biennial elections, following nom- 
inations by the political parties. Regents 
serve for terms of eight years and may be 
re-elected. 

The University of Michigan has found, 
in short, that there is no incompatibility be- 
tween public support and private support 
—that the distinction between public and 
private universities is to some extent an 
artificial one. Through generous public 
support, the university has been assured 
that financial stability and security which 
are indispensable to every great educational 
enterprise. Through the patiently devel- 
oped tradition of private support from 
alumni and friends, it has insured the equal-

CRISIS IN EDUCATION

The deficiencies of the American educa- 
tional system from kindergarten to grad- 
uate school are being exposed with increas- 
ing frequency but if half the complaints 
are true not nearly enough has been said. 
Dr. Bell has therefore taken up a subject 
that is far from exhausted and one that 
should not be allowed to languish out of 
fear of being repetitious. His further jus- 
tification, if one were needed, is that the 
situation is critical. The American schools, 
he says, are not producing mature adults 
and this lack of maturity creates an atmos- 
phere in which great and wise decisions— 
so essential in this time of troubles—are 
virtually impossible. 

Dr. Bell makes many references that in- 
dicate his conception of maturity. The

Most 
of them are familiar, or should be by 
now, but his presentation is incisive enough 
to renew the interest even of those who 
are already on his side. He has observed 
the tendency in secondary and higher edu- 
cation to orient the curriculum toward the 
pupil instead of imposing standards to 
which the pupil must conform; he cites 
the lack of selectivity in advancing stu- 
dents to the higher levels; he notes the 
continuing emphasis at too early an age on 
specialized training. 

He says further that the weakness of 
our lower schools in imparting fundamen- 
tal disciplines forces the colleges to waste 
time in teaching students what they 
should have already learned. Time is 
wasted, he thinks, even if the allotted years 
for education were well spent. The whole 
process could be speeded up if’ teachers 
were more competent and early indoctrina- 
tion were more thorough. As for the uni- 
versities: “Their chief aim is to turn out 
graduates who can fit comfortably, if pos- 
sible eruditely into the current pattern of 


The educated 
man should not “adjust” to society but so 
live that he-can influence the social pat- 
tern.

Based on the qualitative-quanti- 
tative differences in serum pro- 
teins in persons with cancer and 
those who do not have it, the test 
is not perfect because it does not 
indicate in what portion of the 
body the cancer is located and 
finding it might be a difficult 
search. The experiments here are 
financed by the American Cancer 
Society and the St. Louis Chapter 
of the society.

Sweden, Denmark and 
Norway also have labor controlled 
governments through a Social 
Democrat or Labor Party. 

“In rejecting what they term 
‘capitalism’ or ‘free enterprise’ and 
in supporting the so-called ‘man- 
aged’ or ‘controlled’ economy most

Ruling on Authority. 

In that decision the judge di- 
rected counsel to submit ea form 
of refund order. Yesterday he put 
in the record a formal memoran- 
dum holding he had the authority 
to require a refund. At the pros- 
pective hearing He will determine 
whether he should do so and, 
in that case, how the refund 
should be made. 

The May 21 decision on the 
appeal was on procedural grounds. 
Judge Blair held the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission had no jur- 
isdiction to issue its second order 
for the $3,400,000 first-round in- 
crease, because his prior judgment 
on the co ission’s first order, 
reversing and remanding the rate 
case to the commission, had not 
yet become final, and because an 
appeal by St. Louis county from 
his earlier decision was pending 
before the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri. 

John Mohler, Southwestern Bell 
attorney, argued yesterday that the 
commission had the right to issue 
its second order, as Judge Blair 
had remanded the matter for the 
purpose of action by the commis- 
sion. 

Position of Two Cities. 

Jerome M. Joffee, special utili- 
ties counsel for Kansas City, ar- 
gued against a new trial, main- 
taining that the judge could have 
taken no action other than his 
May 21 decision, and declaring 
that jurisdiction could not rest 
both in the commission and in the 
courts. Associate City Counselor 
Forrest G. Ferris Jr. of St. Louis 
rested on the city’s brief, which 
held that the May 21 decision was 
correct.

bond, which would have included 
the $3,400,000 first-round sum.

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- WEDDING CAKE. CAN 
BE BAKED AT HOME 


Two - Tiered White Cake 
Topped by Fruit Cake 
Tier Is Usual. 


In the good old days when wede| 
dings were elaborate affairs with 
receptions taking place at home, 
no less than three cakes were 
provided for the festivities. There 
was the bride’s cake, the groom’s 
cake and the wedding cake. Now 
it is customary to have one cake 
which is a combined bride’s and 
groom’s cake. 

*. bride’s cake is a white cake, 

ually made in tiers, and deco- 
— with white icing. It is the 
center of the bridal table and is 
served as part of the refresh- 
ments. The bride always cuts the 
first piece which she shared with 
the groom. The rest of the cake 
is served to the guests. 

If the number of reception guests 
outnumbers the servings the wed- 
ding cake will provide, additional 


white cakes should be baked. 
They may be baked in oblong 
pans and iced simply. They should 
be cut and ready to serve before 
the reception begins. These extra 
cakes are not displayed. 

Groom s Cake 


Dark. 

The groom’s cake is traditional- 
ly a fruit cake. It may be left 
uniced, cut into small pieces in 
advance of the reception. These 
pieces are then individually boxed 
in small packages and presented 


to each guest as he departs. Or? | 


the groom’s cake may be used as 
the top tier of the bride’s cake, 
iced, and then wrapped uncut and 
stored in a tin box to Be opened 
by the couple on their first wed- 
ding anniversary. 

The wedding cake is usually 
round but may be square. Two 
round layers may be placed side 
by side and connected by a flower 
arch from which tiny wedding 
bells are suspended. A delicate 
chiffon cake, the lower layer nine- 
by-thirteen-by-two and topped with 
a five-by-ten-three layer, makes a 
beautiful wedding cake. It may — 
decorated with swirls of fluffy ic- 
ing and at the last moment fresh 
stephanotis blossoms are pressed 
into the icing. . 

Bride’s Cake. 

This is a white cake and makes 
two bottom tiers. For success 
have all ingredients room temper- 
ature. Preheat oven to (350 de- 
grees) moderate. Grease well and 
dust with flour one 12-inch round 


layer pan, and two round eight- 
inch layer pans. 

Sift together into a bowl three 
and three-eighths cups cake flour 
with two and one-fourth cups su- 
gar, five and one-fourth teaspoons 
double acting baking  pow- 
der, and one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt. Add three-fourths cup 
shortening (only a bland lard or 
one with a quick-mix ingredient 
can be used with this method), one 
cup milk, and one and one-half 
teaspoons vanilla. 

Beat vigorously for two and one- 
half minutes by the clock. Or mix 
with an electric mixer at medium 
speed for the same time. Scrape 
bottom and sides of bowl con- 
stantly. Add one-half cup milk 
and tiree-fourths cup unbeaten 
egg whites. Continue beating for 
two and one-half minutes. Divide 
batter between 12-inch layer and 
one eight-inch layer pans, filling 
each not more than half full. Bake 
12-inch layer 35 to 40 minutes while 
eight inch layer is set in refriger- 
ator. When layer is nearly baked, 
mix another batter exactly like 
the first. Divide it between re- 
maining eight-inch pan and 12- 
inch pom which has been washed 

Put unbaked 12-inch pan 
rator and bake two eight- 
— pans 30 to 35 minutes. Bake 
second 12-inch layer last. If you 
have a range with two ovens these 
directions can be disregarded. 
Groom’s Cake, 

Sift together three-fourths cup 
bread flour, one-half cup sugar, 
one-half teaspoon double acting 
baking powder, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt. 

Add one-fourth cup each short- 
ening and water. Beat until well 
blended. Beat in one at a time, 
two egg whites. 

Mix one-fourth cup sifted bread - 
flour with one-third cup each 
white raisins, shreded coconut, 
toasted, chopped, blanched al- 
monds, one-fourth cup each finely 
cut candied citron, cherries, pine- 
apple, orange and lemon peel. 

Stir into thé cake batter, pour 
into a greased, floured five-inch 
pan which has been lined with two 
layers of heavy paper, also 
greased.

Casale Dishes Simplify Meal 


Warm Weather 


Sausage Casserole One of Nourishing Dishes 
Contrived With Cold Cut and Veget- 
ables or Leftover Meat.

Summer cooking is a simple 
thing when the casserole is used 
for the main dish. Meat and vege- 
tables can be prepared in ad- 
vance, stored in the refrigerator 


then popped into the oven to 
bake and be ready for meals. If 
you have an oven that is auto- 
matic your work is further sim- 
plified. You can place the dish 
in the oven, set the controls and 
your casserole dish will cook 
while you are busy shopping or 
gardening. 

Casseroles From Leftovers. 
Casserole dishes may be made 
from small amounts of leftover 
cooked meat, poultry, fish, eggs, 
vegetables, rice, macaroni, and 
noodles. Cut ingredients into 
cubes, strips or slices. To bring 
our best flavor of meat, saute 
it with a little minced onion. 
Combine the ingredients with 
well-seasoned gravy or sauce, 
using one-half as much sauce as 
total other ingredients. Bits of 
sauted’ mushroom, green pepper, 
celery, tomato or herbs may be 
added for. extra flavor. Sprinkle 
with a topping and bake in a 
moderate aven (350 degrees) for 
one-half hour. 

Cold cuts, like bologna, are tasty 
as the meat in the casserole com- 
bination. Here is an excellent way 
of doing it: 

Summer Sausage Casserole. 

Four cups thinly sliced pared po- 
tatoes. 

One half cup thinly sliced — 

Three tablespoons butter or m 
garine. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Two and one half cups milk. 

Paprika.

serole dishes. Here are some com- 
binations that are very tasty: 

Use beef with white onions, peas, 
carrots and gravy. Or beef with 
celery, rice and tomato sauce. 

Veal with lima beans, corn and 
tomato sauce in nest of well-sea- 
soned spaghetti. Or veal with 
chives, sauteed mushrooms, car- 
rots, potato balls or cubes, and 
gravy. 

Layers of pork, sweet potatoes 

and raw apple rings with a little 
cider or water. Or pork with rice, 
thin raw onion rings, peas and to- 
matoes, 
* Ham’ with cauliflower or cab- 
bage and cheese sauce. Or ham 
with string beans, noodles and 
mushroom sauce. (A can of cream 
of mushroom ‘soup.) 

Leftover lamb may be combined 
with green beans, rice, a few rai- 
sins and curry sauce. Or lamb 
may be used with cubed turnips, 
peas, carrots and gravy. Make a 
border of overlapping slices of 
potato around edge of casserole 
and fill center with buttered bread 
crumbs.

tempt to allay fears as the econ- 
omy slides further downward, and 
the purchasing agents’ report that 
orders are now on hand-to-mouth 
basis and probably will stay that 
way. 

| The unionization of stockholders 
idea was revived by a New York 
economist, Elisha Friedman, at a 
luncheon of the New York Society 
of Security Analysts. His new 
twist is that it should be done 


on an industry basis, with the 
unions sponsored by such corpora- 
tions as General Motors or United 
States Steel. 

Finally, all these stockholders 
locals would be united in a na- 
tional federation of stockholders 
unions. There are 10,000,000 own- 
ers of stocks in the nation, the 
economist says, and they should 
be unionized to offset “the threat 
to private enterprise by powerful 
pressure groups.” The stackhold- 
ers unions would fight “pressure 
demands” by labor unions, “unfair 
rulings” by Government agencies, 
and presumably dividend withhold- 
ing by directors, 

The proposed unions would be 
financed “by a check-off, similar 
to labor union dues, of one cent 
per share or more, or some tiny 
fraction of the profits.” Nothing 
is said about picketing. 

Speculators Use Charts. 


Over in London, they’re worry- 
ing about stockholders who keep 
charts and buy or sell according 
to the mystic rites involving re- 
sistance points“ and index num- 
bers based on averages. The grow- 
ing reliance on this variation of 
the numbers game is upsetting the 
stock market, some Britons con- 
tend, more than industrial news. 
People sell because their charts 
tell them they should and not 


because of anything in the busi- 
ness news, the chart critics 
charge. But the summer hasn’t 
brought any very good business 
news in England, either. 

In Chicago, where the National 
Association of Purchasing Agents 
wound up its annual meeting yes- 
terday, the buyers are firm in 
their belief that price drops are in 
store for all kinds of goods short- 
ly, including those sturdy old hold- 
outs, steel and oil. 

The agents are betting that steel 
prices will fall before October. 
They put no time limit on crude 
oil. 

The buyers contend that many 
sellers are still trying to get away 
with only token price cuts, not 
yet recognizing the declining busi- 
ness cycle.

Her motion failed on @ 
strict party vote of 51 to 65. 

Intimidation Charged. 

During the debate, Mrs. Speer 
charged that Binaggio, who is 
head of the Capone race wire 
news service in Kansas City, Rad 
actively lobbied at the Capitol in 
opposition to the bill. She charged 
the committee had been “intimi- 
dated” in killing the nieasure. 
At you don't pass this bill,” 

Mrs. Speer declared, “the tax sit- 
uation in Jackson county will be 
left in the hands of the Binaggio 
gang. This matter seriously af- 
fects the public schools in our 
city.” 

Mrs, Jennie S. Walsh of St. 
Louis, chairman of the Municipal 
Corporations Committee, defended 
the action of her group in killing 
the bill, after having first ap- 
proved it. She denied the com- 
mittee had been intimidated. 

Several weeks ago the commit- 
tee voted 9 to 8 to report the bill 
favorably. Mrs. Walsh, however, 
did not file the report promptly, 
and after an effort was made to 
make her do so, the committee 
was given two more days to con- 
sider the bill. 

Binaggio at Hearing. 

At- a second hearing on the 
measure, Jackson County Assessor 
George R. Clark, a Binaggio 
henchman, appeared in opposition 
to the bill. Binaggio was an in- 
terested spectator at the hearing, 
sitting near the committee. Fol- 
lowing that hearing, the bill was 
killed 12 to 5. 

The present Jackson County 
Board of Equalization comprises 
five county officials who do not 
represent Kansas City officially. 
The proposed bill would have 
given Kansas City two represen- 
tatives on the board, who would 
only serve when Kansas City 
property valuations were under 
consideration. 

The Binaggio- McKissick - Clark 
faction is said to oppose the Dill 
because it does not want anti- 
machine Democrats and city 
clean-up government representa- 
tives to serve on the board.

More for Clerks—Presi- 
dent Chides Them for 
No Further Boosts. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
President Truman signed a bill to- 
day giving House members an ad- 
ditional $3000 each for clerk hire 
and $500 a year for telephone and 
telegraph messages. In doing so 
he repeated that the salaries of 
top Government officials should be 


increased. 

The President said in a mes- 
~ gage to Congress that he signed 
the increased allowance measure 
willingly because he believes it 
in the interest of the Government 
and the people to provide for the 
efficient conduct of the public 
business. 

He indirectly chided the legisla- 
tors far taking care of themselves 
while ignoring officials in the 
executive departments and agen- 
cies who have not had an increase 
in years. 

“Important as it is for members 
of the Congress to have adequate 
clerical assistance,” he said, “it is 
at least of equal importance to 
“have men of ability in the key 
executive positions of the Govern- 
ment. The best laws can be 
ruined by poor administration.” 

No Action. 

Truman said bills to increase 
salaries of key Government offi- 
clals have been reported by com- 
mittees for weeks, but no action 
has been taken. While the sal- 


aries provided in the bills are not 
what he would like to see, he said, 


they would “substantially better 


the present demoralizing situa- 
tion.” 
He said the cost of this legisla- 


tion would be about $1,300,000 an- 


nually, compared with $1,314,000 
Tor clerk hire alone under the 
bill he signed today. 

The President said there has 
been no increase in salaries of 
Cabinet officers since 1925 and 
many members of important com- 


missions are still getting the $10,- by

My OPINION CHUCK DIERING—Local Boy Makes Good

fore his twentieth birthday, Dier- 
ing went to war. He spent 35 
months in the Army’s Medical 
Corps, all but nine in Australia, 
where he changed bandages, rus- 
tled bedpans and in general tried 
to make T-3 (Corporal) Diering 
a useful soldier. . 

Chuck became an overnight sen- 
sation upon his return to baseball 
when he hit five home runs the 
first four games he played in 1946 
for Rochester in the fast Triple-A 
International League. But the 
pitchers caught up with him then, 
and in 46 and last year his aver- 
ages of .268 at Rochester offered 
little improvement or encourage- 
ment,

But 
Chuck battled the odds—and won.

West opened the diamond king 


and continued with the diamond 
ace, to make dummy ruff and 
thereby cut down its entries for 
the dangerous club suit. South, 
after ruffing in dummy, saw that 
it would be hopeless to try for the 
establishment of clubs by normal 
means —to draw the opponents’ 
trumps, he would also have to take 
out dummy’s, and the enemy 
would certainly hold up the club 
ace for at least one round, thus 
isolating dummy’s long suit. 

Rather than give up, South tried 
a more subtle plan. He led a low 
club away from dummy’s king- 
jack, covering East’s nine with the 
ten. Wést won with the queen and 
returned still another diamond. 
Dummy ruffed with the spade 
ten, and declarer led a low club 
to his own seven, East discarding 
the heart nine. 

West, in with the club ace, now 
shifted to a heart. South cap- 


’ tured East’s king, led a low trump 


to the jack, and returned the club 
king—tempting East to ruff. 

If East had fallen for this 
temptation, declarer would have 
been on easy street, since he would 
— overruffed East with the 
spade ace, then led a low spade 
to dummy’s queen, dropping the 
last adverse. trumps together and 
then running the entire club suit. 
East, however, did not bite! He 
coolly discarded a diamond on the 
club king—and that was as far as 
South could go! If he drew an- 
other round of trumps, East would 
still have a trump to stop the 
clubs; If South did not draw an- 
other round, West could take care 
of the club menace with his re- 
maining trump.
